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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Maesteg  Urban  District  Council. 
Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Report  for  the  year  1896,  with  the 
usual  tables  of  vital  statistics. 

The  Distr’ct  comprises  an  area  of  6,709  acres,  the  density  of  population 
being  1*63  persons  per  acre. 

The  Population  of  the  District  has  been  estimated  at  11,000,  since 
workmen  at  the  Caerau  and  Coegnant  Collieries  have  resumed  work,  and  it 
is  on  this  estimate  that  the  statistical  returns  have  been  constructed. 

BIRTHS, 

The  Births  registered  during  the  year  were  434 ; of  these  223  wer,e 
males,  and  211  females. 

The  Birth-rate  for  the  District  was  39’4  per  1,000  persons  living,  as 
compared  with  29*7,  the  rate  of  England  and  Wales.  Table  1 shows  the 
population,  the  births,  deaths,  and  excess  of  births  over  deaths  in  1895  and 
1896.

DEATHS. 


During  the  year  1896,  207  deaths  were  registered  in  the  district,  of 
these  108  were  males  and  99  were  females. 

The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  being  127.  The  death  rate  was  equal 
to  18*8  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  compared  with  25*7  in  1895. 

The  rate  in  England  and  Wales  in  1896  was  17T. 


The  deaths  from  the  chief  zymotic  diseases  during  the  year  were  17, 
the  dealh-rate  per  1,000  persons  living  was  1 ’5,  as  compared  with  1*5  in 
1895.  The  rate  in  England  and  Wales  being  2' 18  in  1896. 


The  number  of  deaths  from  injuries,  registered  in  the  district  during 
the  year  were  11.

SCARLET  FEVER. 


Five  deaths  from  scarlet  fever  were  registered,  4 deaths  being  recorded 
in  1895,  and  3 in  1894. 

The  number  of  cases  notified  were  93,  as  compared  with  258  in  1895 » 
and  46  in  1894.  In  1894  the  Notification  Act  had  only  been  adopted  in 
April. 

The  distribution  of  the  deaths  and  cases  in  the  district  as  to  the  period 
of  the  year,  and  as  to  locality,  will  be  seen  on  Tables  V.  and  VI. 

On  an  outbreak  of  scarlet  fever  being  notified,  the  masters  of  schools  in 
the  locality  were  communicated  with,  and  directed  not  to  admit  any 
members  of  the  infected  households  for  a period  of  two  months. 

The  parents  were  advised  as  to  strict  isolation  for  two  months,  and  as 
to  disinfection  of  persons  and  clothing,  but  such  precautions  were  compara- 
tively useless.  This,  I trust,  will  be  remedied  when  removal  to  an  isolation 
hospital  can  be  carried  out. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 


One  death  was  registered  from  Enteric  Fever,  as  compared  with  two  in 
1895.  This  one  case  was  notified  as  compared  with  three  in  1895  and  ten  in 
1894. 

Instructions  were  given  as  to  disinfection  of  the  motions  and  urine. 

The  premises  were  inspected,  but  no  serious  sanitary  defects  were  dis- 
covered.

WHOOPING  COUGH. 


There  were  three  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough.  As  this  disease  is  not 
notified,  I have  no  returns  of  the  number  of  cases. 
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GENERAL  CONDITIONS. 

IFa^er  All  houses  in  the  district,  except  about  80  at  Blaeii 

Caerau,  now  have  water  laid  on.  A loan  has  been  applied  for  to  supply 
these.  This  is  an  improvement  which  will,  without  doubt,  conduce  to  the 
health  of  the  inhabitants. 

Three  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  analysis  and  were  found  satis- 
factory. But  I would  point  out  that  freedom  from  pollution,  and  from 
liability  to  pollution,  of  the  immediate  surroundings  and  origin  of  a water 
supply  is  as  important  in  estimating  the  purity  of  water  as  is  chemical 
analysis. 

FOOD  SUPPLY. 

Milk  : — Some  lay  great  stress  on  the  value  of  chemical  analysis  with 
regard  to  milk.  For  this  purpose  elaborate  and  costly  Bacteriological  and 
Chemical  Laboratories  are  required.  The  construction  and  maintenance 
of  which  it  is  more  fitting  should  be  carried  out  by  some  Central  Authority 
than  by  District  Councils.  But,  as  in  the  case  of  water,  the  origin,  distribu- 
tion, and  storage  of  this  commodity  is  of  the  greatest  practical  importance  ; 
and  the  adoption  of  “ The  Dairies,  Cow-sheds  and  Milk-shops  Order,  1879,” 
for  the  regulation  of  the  sanitary  state  of  Dairies  and  Cowsheds,  as  to  pro- 
vision for  the  lighting,  and  the  ventilation,  including  air-space,  and  the 
cleansing,  drainage  and  water  supply,  with  precautions  against  the  con- 
tamination of  milk  with  infectious  disease,  would  be  of  more  practical  utility 
than  chemical  analysis. 

Slaughter  Houses : — Private  and  unsatisfactory.  A public  Slaughter- 
house would  be  very  desirable,  and  tend  to  improvement  of  the  meat  supply. 

COMMON  LODGING-HOUSES. 

Two  have  been  closed.  There  only  remains  the  Model  Lodging-house, 
which  is  said  not  to  be  used  for  the  lodging  of  tramps,  but  of  working-men. 
This,  I contend,  should  be  registered  so  as  to  permit  of  periodical  inspection. 

A common  lodging-house  may  be  described  as  a dwelling  in  which 
persons  of  the  poorer  class  are  received  for  short  periods,  and  though 
strangers  to  one  another,  are  allowed  to  inhabit  one  common  room. 
Strangers,  not  being  members  of  one  family  or  household. 

The  period  of  letting  is  considered  unimportant  for  the  definition  of  a 
common  lodging-house. 

The  above  dwelling,  I maintain,  comes  within  this  definition. 


Manure  heaps  and  pig-styes  exist  too  near  dwellings  and  roads. 

The  keeping  of  pigs  at  the  required  distances,  only,  from  dv/ellings, 
should  be  enforced. 

A Sewerage  Scheme  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  is  still  an  urgent  want  in 
Maesteg. 

STREETS. 

Many  of  these  have  never  been  properly  made,  viz. Brown  Street, 
Grove  Street,  John  Street,  Temple  Street,  and  Union  Street. 

HOUSE  ACCOMMODATION. 

Many  houses  unfit  for  occcupation,  and  so  reported,  are  still  occupied. 
Among  these  are  : — 

2,  3,  Garnllwyd  Cottages ; Llynfi-court. 
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14,  Temple  Street — an  old,  low,  dark,  damp,  under-ground  room,  used 
as  bed  and  living  room.  Embedded,  and  without  through  ventilation. 

91,  92,  93,  Bethania  Street. — Nothing  has  been  done  to  provide  through 
ventilation.  Drains  and  privies  still  defective.  Back-yards  unpaved  and 
damp. 

97,  Bethania  Street,  is  in  a most  dangerous  condition.  The  walls  are 
dilapidated,  cracked  and  bulging,  the  chimney  fallen  down.  No  through 
ventilation.  This  cottage  is  unoccupied  at  the  time  of  writing.

3.  The  paving,  channelling,  etc.  of  many  roads  and  streets,  public  and 
private. 

4.  The  provision  of  a public  abattoir. 

5.  The  scavenging  by  the  Council  of  back  areas  and  privies. 

6.  The  enforcement  of  the  bye-laws  as  to  pig-styes,  their  cleansing 
and  distance  from  dwellings. 

7.  The  provision  ©f  an  Isolation  Hospital  ambulance  and  disinfecting 
apparatus. 

8.  Greater  promptitude  in  the  removal  of  manure,  house  refuse,  and 
other  nuisances  should  be  insisted  upon. 

9.  Regulations  should  be  framed  under  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds,  and 
Milk  Shops  Order,  and  bye-laws  under  section  23  of  the  Public  Health 
Aets  (Amendment)  Act,  1890,  as  to  the  proper  flushing  of  W.C.’s  and  the 
paving  of  back  yards,  courts,  etc.
